A  Student's  Equipment 

THERE  was  a  time  not  too  far  distant  when  students 
arriving  at  college  to  begin  the  semester  not  in- 
frequently might  be  seen  bringing  a  tennis  racket,  a  base- 
ball glove  or  other  athletic  equipment,  or  perhaps  some 
musical  instrument,  such  as  a  mandolin  or  guitar. 

Now  as  one  looks  on  when  a 
student  arrives  and  puts  his  belong- 
ings in  his  room,  nine  out  of  ten 
times  he  will  have  a  radio  under  his 
arm  which  he  promptly  installs, 
turns  it  on,  and  not  a  day  passes 
thereafter  that  it  is  not  in  operation, 
and  often  far  into  the  night. 

Apparently  the  radio  has  become 
part  and  parcel  of  the  necessary 
equipment  of  a  college  student. 
Separation  from  this  instrument 
would  seem  to  be  insupportable  to 
him.  Strange  to  say,  while  we  of  an 
older  generation  find  the  noise  all 
but  intolerable,  except  when  we  de- 
sire to  listen  to  some  special  broad- 
cast or  some  fine  musical  program, 
the  youngster  seems  never  to  tire  of 
anything  that  comes  over  the  air 
waves.  He  can  apparently,  while 
the  radio  blares,  concentrate  on 
whatever  else  he  may  desire  to  do 
without  difficulty. 

Only  a  short  time  ago  the  radio 
was  unknown,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  after  its  invention,  was  pos- 
sessed by  comparatively  few.  Now 
its  manufacture  is  a  great  industry, 
and  it  is  found  that  the  number  of  radios  in  the  United 
States  far  exceeds  the  number  of  telephones.  When  asked 
the  question  as  to  which  are  more  numerous,  one  would 
be  apt  at  first  to  say  the  telephone.  Such  was  the  case 
when  this  question  was  propounded  to  the  experts  on 
"Information  Please,"  and  the  answer  was  the  telephone. 
If  one  will  stop  to  think,  he  will  readily  see  that  the  radio 
far  outnumbers  the  telephone  in  our  homes.  For  example, 
in  almost  every  home  in  country  areas  one  will  find  a 
radio.  While  the  number  of  telephones  in  rural  sections 
is  very  limited.  Battery  sets  permit  radios  where  no 
electric  current  is  anywhere  near.  Then,  too,  in  places 
like  cities  where  the  telephone  is  in  almost  every  home, 
likewise  there  are  one  or  more  radios,  sometimes  in 
almost  every   room.      Even   in   offices   where   there    are 
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usually    telephones,    one    not    infrequently    also    finds    a 
radio,  and  many  motor  cars  are  so  equipped. 

Verily  the  wonders  of  yesterday  are  the  commonplace 
things  of  today.  If  television  makes  such  strides  in  the 
next  25  years  as  radio  has  in  the  past  quarter  of  a  century, 
what  will  the  student  add  to  his  necessary  equipment 
when  he  enters  colle-e.?  There  seems  no  limit  to  what 
science  can  achieve,  unless  by  its 
discovery  of  the  atomic  bomb,  a 
limit  may  have  been  placed  on 
everything.

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Injuries  and  Fatalities 
Reduced  in  Football 


I^HE  football  season  of  1947 
.  throughout  the  nation  has  come 
to  an  end.  It  is  gratifying  to  see 
that  though  far  many  more  are  now 
playing  the  game  than  was  the  case 
years  ago,  the  fatalities  appear  to 
have  been  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
A  quarter  century  ago  or  more  so 
many  youths  and  young  men  met 
their  deaths  on  the  football  field 
that  there  was  widespread  protest 
and  criticism  of  the  game.  In  some 
states,  among  them  Virginia,  legis- 
lation was  attempted  to  ban  this 
sport.  Since  the  game  was  receiving 
such  criticism  and  condemnation, 
efforts  were  made  by  its  supporters 
to  bring  about  changes  which  would  make  it  safer.  With 
this  in  mind,  equipment  in  the  way  of  headgear  and  other 
devices  were  designed,  the  rules  changed,  making  the 
game  far  more  open  and  mass  plays  to  a  considerable 
extent  eliminated,  and  providing  severe  penalties  for  un- 
necessary roughness. 

In  the  season  just  ended  rules  have  been  so  modified 
that  substitutions  can  be  made  almost  at  will.  Thus,  a 
player  may  be  taken  out  of  the  game  before  he  has  be- 
come more  or  less  exhausted,  rested,  and  put  back  after 
a  good  breathing  spell.  It  was  found  that  a  player  who 
was  tired  from  strenuous  playing  was  more  likely  to 
receive  some  serious,  if  not  fatal,  injury.  Many  of  the 
coaches  this  season  are  practically  using  two  teams,  one 
on  the  offensive  and  the  other  on  the  defensive.    This  in 
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the  nature  of  things,  reduces  the  time  a  player  is  in  action 
by  at  least  one-half.  This  double-team  system  and 
frequent  substitutions  in  the  opinion  of  many  detract 
from  the  game.  However,  if  a  substantial  reduction  in 
serious  injuries  or  fatalities  results,  the  double-team  system 
is  justified.  Football  in  the  nature  of  things  is,  and  always 
will  be,  a  rough  sport,  and  not  without  danger  to  the 
players.  One  only  has  to  be  a  spectator  at  one  of  these 
hard-fought  contests  to  hear  a  resounding  thud  from  the 
impact  when  players  come  together,  each  driving  with 
terrific  force. 

In  the  old  days  letters  were  given  only  to  the  1 1  players, 
and  two  or  three  of  the  substitutes.  With  this  double- 
team  system  it  would  look  as  if  a  minimum  of  22  letters 
would  have  to  be  awarded,  and  what  is  more  likely,  the 
number  would  run  well  bevond  that  number. 


Dr.  Willis  H.  Bocock 

IN  this  issue  of  the  Record  will  be  found  a  most  inter- 
esting sketch  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  his  college  mate, 
of  Dr.  Willis  H.  Bocock,  emeritus  professor  of  Greek  at 
the  University  of  Georgia  at  the  time  of  his  death.  At  the 
same  time  the  Record  desires  to  express  editorially  on 
behalf  of  the  college  some  appreciation  of  this  brilliant 
scholar  and  charming  gentleman,  who  was  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  and  outstanding  of  Hampden-Sydney 
alumni. 

There  are  now  few  of  his  contemporaries  here,  but  when 
he  spent  a  part  of  the  summer  among  us  some  years  ago, 
there  were  still  a  number  of  old  friends  to  greet  him,  and 
he  readily  made  new  ones,  who  cannot  fail  to  recall  him. 
Not  only  did  Dr.  Bocock  graduate  here  in  the  Class  of 
1884,  but  he  filled  the  chair  of  Greek  and  French  from 
1886  to  1889.  Here  also  was  his  mother's  home.  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  also  the  home  at  that  time  of  the  beautiful 
and  charming  Miss  Bessie  Friend,  whom  he  married  and 
who  still  survives  him. 

A  remarkably  gifted  man,  who  was,  in  addition  to  his 
fine  scholarship  and  unusual  teaching  ability,  possessed 
of  great  personal  charm,  he  drew  to  him  all  those  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  be  associated  with  him.  He 
was  usually  the  shining  center  of  any  group  in  which  he 
might  have  been  found. 

His  splendid  record  both  as  a  teacher  and  as  a  man  is 
a  source  of  pride  to  his  Alma  Mater,  and  his  name  will 
always  stand  high  on  the  scroll  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
distinguished  sons. 

President  E.  G.  Gammon  at  V.  P.  I. 

The  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  has  arranged  a 
series  of  addresses  called  "The  College  Presidents'  Plat- 
form Series,"  the  general  theme  being  "Virginia's  Chal- 
lenge to  Educated  Christians."  The  first  address  of  the 
series  was  made  by  Dr.  Walter  S.  Newman  (Hampden- 
Sydney  Class  1917),  now  President  of  V.  P.  I.  The  second 
lecture  of  the  series  was  given  by  Dr.  Edgar  G. 
Gammon,  '05,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
since  1939,  having  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  after 
serving  as  active  pastor  for  28  years  in  various  important 
churches.  Dr.  Gammon  was  also  guest  speaker  at  the 
Men's  Bible  Class  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church, 
Richmond,  Va.,  November  16,  1947. 


Maryland  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
Baltimore,  and  Its  Present  Pastor 

In  October  last  this  church  for  three  days  held  special 
anniversary  services  to  celebrate  the  completion  of  sixty 
years  (1887-1947)  of  work  for  the  Master  in  Baltimore. 

An  interesting  pamphlet  has  been  issued  giving  a  brief 
outline  of  the  details  of  the  occasion.  On  October  5  the 
regular  communion  was  observed,  at  which  time  a  com- 
munion table  and  communion  chairs  were  dedicated.  At 
the  evening  service  on  that  day,  a  history  of  the  church 
was  read  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Johnson,  a  ruling  elder  of  the 
church,  a  member  since  1891,  clerk  of  the  Session  since 
1914,  and  author  of  a  History  of  the  Church. 

Since  its  organization  the  church  has  had  seven  pastors, 
all  active  and  well  known  in  the  Southern  Church;  the 
last  two  are  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Rev. 
Thomas  C.  Bryan  (1931-46)  and  Rev.  Howard  C.  Cobbs, 
the  present  pastor,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  there 
after  his  return  from  sea  dutv  as  Chaplain  in  the  Navy  in 
World  War  II. 

On  the  evening  of  October  6,  a  message  from  the 
Mother  Church  was  brought  by  Dr.  Harris  E.  Kirk, 
pastor  of  the  Franklin  St.  Church  by  which  the  Maryland 
Avenue  Church  was  organized  sixty  years  ago. 

On  October  7  the  Maryland  Avenue  Church  was  host 
to  special  speakers  from  both  Southern  and  Northern 
Presbyterian  Churches.  Dr.  John  R.  Cunningham, 
Moderator  of  the  Southern  Church,  and  Dr.  John  H. 
Gardner,  Jr.,  Vice  Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.  A.,  represented  their  respective  branches  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

We  trust  that  Mr.  Cobbs  may  be  helped  to  carry  on  the 
fine  work  of  this  good  church  in  Baltimore.  Just  after 
the  close  of  this  public  celebration  of  the  60th  birthday 
of  the  church,  the  first  birthday  of  the  second  son  of  the 
pastor  was  celebrated  on  October  10,  1947,  and  all 
concerned  were  reported  as  doing  well. 


A  Faithful  Pastor  Resigns 

Rev.  William  Warren  Sprouse,  D.  D.,  '13,  in  Octobei 
1947  announced  to  the  congregation  of  the  Third  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Staunton,  V^a.,  that  he  felt  that  he  must 
resign  as  pastor  of  the  Church,  as  his  health  had  been 
poor  for  some  time.  Dr.  Sprouse  graduated  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  1916;  he  served  the  Olivet 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Sear  Hill  Mission,  then 
operated  by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Staunton — • 
a  mission  organized  on  November  4,  1917,  as  the  Third 
Presbyterian  Church  with  Mr.  Sprouse  as  pastor  and  a 
membership  of  twenty-one.  The  Church  now  has  a 
membership  of  260  and  property  worth  $35,000.00. 
Dr.  Sprouse,  handicapped  somewhat  physically,  has  been 
an  active  worker  in  his  congregation,  has  found  pleasure 
and  recreation  among  his  flowers  and  shrubs,  and  has 
been  a  power  for  good  in  the  community  and  city. 

His  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  hope  that  in  retire- 
ment Dr.  Sprouse  may  still  be  able  to  do  work  in  the 
Master's  vineyard,  and  that  a  happy  feeling  of  having 
lived  an  unselfish,  consecrated,  and  useful  life  may  go 
with  him  to  the  end.

Edgar  G.  Gammon 


Dear  Alumnus: 

I  am  writing  to  you  on  December  22.  I  only  wish  it 
were  possible  to  wish  you  personally  the  joys  of  the 
season.  1   ,, 

Wednesday,  the  17th,  was  a  nice  day  for  the  College. 
The  U.  S.  Navy,  through  Captain 
James  Shoemaker,  presented  a  hand- 
some bronze  plaque — a  token  of  the 
Navy's  approval  of  the  work  done 
during  the  war.  Some  day  it  will  be 
placed  in  the  new  auditorium. 

Our  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
second  session  has  been  marked  by 
the  largest  enrollment  and  faculty  in 
our  history.  While  we  are  overtaxed 
in  nearly  every  department,  good 
work  has  been  done,  and  it  is  still 
true  that  the  students  are  going  to  col- 
lege under  as  near  normal  conditions 
as  any  other  group  in  the  country. 

Our  need  of  additional  equipment  becomes  more  urgent 
every  day.  I  earnestly  hope  to  see  a  new  library  under 
way  in  1948.  In  spite  of  the  high  cost  of  building,  we  can- 
not afford  to  delay  this  undertaking  any  longer.  A  new 
library  and  a  new  auditorium  are  our  most  immediate 
needs  but  by  no  means  all. 

The  campaign  for  ^500,000  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  is 
now  at  ^411,000.  We  are  given  an  additional  year  to 
raise  the  balance.  On  the  campaign  for  the  ^1,000,000  we 
now  have  approximately  ^645,000.  When  this  amount 
reaches  ;S900,ooo  in  cash  and  securities  satisfactory  to 
the  General  Education  Board,  the  second  )5ioo,ooo  will 
be  given. 

The  Alumni  Fund  at  this  time  is  nearing  ^31,000.  The 
contributors  number  810.  In  the  time  we  have  left,  last 
year's  mark  may  not  only  be  reached  but  also  passed. 

We  had  hoped  to  win  at  least  four  games  in  football. 
Injuries  took  their  toll;  but  this  is  football.  In  spite  of 
everything,  the  boys,  playing  for  fun,  had  it,  and  the 
spirit  of  the  squad  never  languished. 

To  date,  it  is  a  different  story  in  basketball.  If  we  only 
had  more  reserves,  I  believe  we  would  remain  right  around 
the  top. 

In  Mr.  George  Proctor,  the  College  has  an  ideal  athletic 
director.  He  has  already  won  a  high  place  in  the  admira- 
tion and  affection  of  the  students  and  all  connected  with 
the  College. 

If  you  get  a  chance,  do  not  fail  to  hear  the  Glee  Club. 
Under  the  leadership  and  direction  of  Mr.  Ned  Crawley, 
this  organization  has  accomplished  splendid  results.  It 
is  making  a  delightful  contribution  to  the  College,  the 
community,  and  the  State. 

Excellent  Alumni  meetings  have  been  held  in  Richmond, 
Norfolk  and  Tazewell.  The  others  will  take  place  in  the 
next  few  months. 

I  am  thankful  to  report  that  George  Walker,  known  to 
his  college  mates  as  "Hobbs,"  is  now  much  better.  He 
had  a  severe  and  protracted  illness  during  the  fall. 


Keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  this  is  a  great  day  for  us. 
We  must  reach  our  million  during  1948.

Dr.  F.  S.  Johns  Speaks  in  Florida 

Dr.  Frank  Stoddert  Johns,  '08,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  head  of  the 
Surgical  Staff  of  the  Johnston-Willis  Hospital  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  is  President  also  of  the  Southern  Surgical 
Association.

His  subject  was  "A  Noble  Memory" — an  address  in 
which  he  gave  an  interesting  and  brilliant  outline  of  the 
life  and  work  of  Dr.  George  Ben  Johnston,  his  old  preceptor 
and  friend,  one  of  the  pioneers  in  Virginia  to  advocate 
and  apply  the  germ  theory  of  Dr.  Lister  in  surgery. 
Richmond  has  furnished  five  presidents  to  this  association; 
Dr.  Hunter  McGuire,  Dr.  Johnston,  Dr.  Lewis  Bosher, 
Dr.  Stuart  McGuire,  and  Dr.  Johns. 


Our  Librarian  a  Fortunate 
and  Honored  Man 

Mr.  Paul  Livingston  Grier  served  most  efficiently  as 
our  librarian  before  he  entered  the  \].  S.  Navy  on  the 
Carrier  Wasp.  After  he  was  separated  from  active  duty, 
he  received  the  M.  S.  degree  in  Library  Science  in  June 
1947  at  the  LIniversity  of  Michigan.  While  there  he  en- 
gaged in  some  extra-curricular  activities  before  returning 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  As  a  result  he  won  a  charming 
young  lady  to  whom  he  was  married  on  August  16,  1947. 
This  addition  to  the  College  community  was  Miss  Eleanor 
J.  Meacham,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  In  October  1947, 
Mr.  Grier  was  chosen  Second  Vice  President  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Library  Association  at  its  meeting  in  Richmond,  Va. 


The  Record  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association 


Richard  H.  Henneman,  '29, 
Psychologist 

Dr.  Henneman  who  is  now  Associate  Professor  of 
Psychology  at  the  University  of  Virginia  has  distinguished 
himself  as  a  psychologist  in  both  war  and  peace.  Having 
received  the  Ph.  D.  degree  from  Columbia  University  in 
1935,  he  taught  for  several  years  at  the  College  of  \\'illiam 
and  Mary  and  also  at  Barnard  College,  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. During  this  period  he  was  actively  engaged  in  re- 
search and  reported  significant  findings  before  the  Ameri- 
can Psychological  Association  and  other  scientific  bodies. 
He  was  particularly  interested  in  perception,  learning  and 
conditioning.  These  peacetime  studies  laid  a  foundation 
for  important  research  which  he  was  later  to  undertake 
during  World  War  H. 

Dr.  Henneman  entered  the  United  States  Army  in 
April  1942,  and  served  as  an  aviation  psychologist  in  the 
Army  Air  Forces  until  late  in  1945.  During  this  time  he 
was  stationed  at  the  A.  A.  F.  Classification  Centers  at 
Kelly  Field,  Texas  and  at  Santa  Ana,  Cal.,  and  later  at 
Headquarters,  First  Air  Force,  Mitchell  Field,  New  York. 
In  addition  to  personnel  selection  and  supervision,  Dr. 
Henneman  carried  on  vital  research  in  aircrew  aptitude 
tests  and  accident  prevention.  This  included  studying  the 
predictability  of  the  aptitude  tests  for  proficiency  in  both 
contact  and  instrument  fl\ing.  As  an  expert  in  visual 
perception,  Dr.  Henneman  also  conducted  special  studies 


of  depth  perception  involved  in  flying.  Job  analysis  of 
the  pilot's  duties  in  flying  the  P-47  aircraft  was  another 
such  item  in  his  ceaseless  program  of  research.  Surveying 
and  collecting  proficiency  data  from  the  various  training 
stations  and  interpreting  these  data  formed  a  long-range 
project  of  urgent  military  importance  and  in  this  Dr. 
Henneman  played  a  valuable  part.  He  was  discharged 
from  the  Army  with  the  rank  of  major. 

Following  the  War,  Dr.  Henneman  resumed  his  work 
at  William  and  Mary  but  shortly  after  this  accepted  the 
position  of  Chief  of  the  Aviation  Research  Unit  in  the 
A.  A.  F.  Strategic  Air  Command,  Washington,  D.  C.  In 
this  position,  he  continued  to  conduct  important  research 
and  was  called  upon  to  solve  various  psychological  prob- 
lems in  the  peacetime  projects  of  the  Air  Forces.  He  also 
reported  the  results  of  his  wartime  studies  before  the 
American  Psychological  Association  and  before  the 
Southern  Society  for  Psychology  and  Philosophy. 

Dr.  Henneman  has  had  numerous  academic  invitations 
and  has  elected  to  resume  teaching  in  the  very  active 
Department  of  Psychology  at  the  University  of  Virginia. 
There  he  has  facilities  for  carrying  on  further  research 
which  we  predict  will  be  of  great  significance  for  the  future 
of  this  basic  science. 

News  from  a  Friend 

Secretary  Walker  has  received  a  letter,  dated  November 
20,  1947,  from  Mr.  George  F.  Howe,  who  was  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  V-12  Naval  Unit  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  during  the  whole  period  of  its  existence. 
Lieutenant  when  he  came,  he  was  promoted  to  lieutenant- 
commander,  U.  S.  N.  R.,  before  he  left.  He  won  many 
friends  among  members  of  the  Unit,  and  among  the 
members  of  the  faculty  and  the  residents  of  the  com- 
munity. He  reports  that  he  has  been  feeling  fairly  well 
for  the  past  several  months.  His  present  schedule  does 
not  take  too  much  out  of  him  each  day.  He  and  Mrs. 
Howe  now  have  secured  a  permanent  place  of  abode,  their 
address  being  487  South  Main  Street,  West  Hartford  10, 
Conn.  Those  who  knew  Mr.  Howe  here  will  always 
entertain  feelings  of  respect  and  gratitude  for  him  and  for 
what  he  did  to  make  our  \'-i2  Unit  a  success. 


Valued  Letters 

Mr.  Robert  Hill  Carter,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  has  pre- 
sented photostat  copies  of  letters  written  by,  and  to,  his 
grandfather,  Robert  Hill  Carter,  who  entered  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  January  1822.  These  letters  reveal  much  that 
is  interesting  of  student  life  of  that  period. 

Another  revealing  letter,  in  its  original  form,  has  been 
sent  by  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns.  It  was  written  by  Evans  and 
Hendrick,  of  Cumberland,  V^a.,  to  Sir  Peyton  Skipwith, 
Baronet,  on  November  2,  1786,  and  enclosed  a  bill  for 
13  pounds,  five  shillings,  which  had  been  paid  to  "the 
President  and  Steward  of  Hampden-Sydney  in  behalf  of 
Sir  Peyton's  son"  (name  not  disclosed),  who  was  then  a 
student  at  the  College. 

Effort  has  been  made  to  ascertain  which  of  Sir  Peyton's 
four  sons  this  one  was,  as  there  is  no  record  at  the  College 
of  a  Skipwith.    He  was  probably  Sir  Gray  or  Peyton. 

These  highly  prized  letters  have  been  placed  in  our 
College  Library. 
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Henry  Read  Mcllwaine  Memorial  Dedicated 


To  write  a  brief  sketch  of  Henry  Read  Mcllwaine  is 
difficult.  There  is  so  much  to  tell,  and  to  a  friend  memory 
recalls  so  many  incidents  connected  with  the  life  of  one 
whose  like  is  rarely  seen.  Dates  and  facts  can  be  stated 
easily;  but  to  portray  the  charm,  the  beauty,  and  the 
strength  of  the  character  of  one  like  him,  baffles  those  who 
make  the  attempt.  Henry  Read  Mcllwaine  was  a  son  of 
the  late  J.  Finley  Mcllwaine  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Read  Mc- 
llwaine. He  was  born  in  Farmville,  Va.,  July  12,  1864,  and 
died  in  Richmond,  Va.,  March  15,  1934.  He  was  a  nephew 
of  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  1883 — 1904,  who  was  a  tireless  worker,  a  gifted 
administrator,  a  noble  man.  The  nephew  of  whom  we 
write  was  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and 
second  honor  man  of  the  Class  of  1885.  He  taught  for 
some  years  before  attending  Johns  Hopkins  University 
where  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in 
1893.  He  then  was  Professor  of  English  and  History  at 
Hampden-Sydney  1893 — 1907,  the  while  serving  as 
Librarian  of  the  College.  From  1907  to  his  death  in  1934 
Dr.  Mcllwaine  was  State  Librarian  of  Virginia.  As 
Librarian,  as  in  private  life,  he  measured  up  to  the  stand- 
ard which  he  had  set  for  himself — to  accomplish  all  that 
his  strength  and  opportunities  made  possible.  Day  by  day 
he  went  to  the  Library,  hoping  to  help  someone  in  the 
search  for  truth;  ready  to  spend  and  be  spent  for  the 
Library  itself,  the  object  of  his  love  and  the  creature  of 
his  industry  and  care.  The  duties  were  arduous,  the 
routine  was  exacting;  but  the  Librarian  was  never  too  busy 
to  give  a  visitor  a  cheery  greeting  or  to  do  a  favor  for  a  friend. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Library  staff,  of  the  Huguenot 
Society,  and  of  many  friends,  the  Legislature  of  Virginia 
provided  a  fund  for  a  memorial  tablet  in  the  New  Library 
Building.  This  tablet  was  unveiled  on  October  3,  1947. 
The  inscription  reads  in  part:  "In  Memory  of  Henry 
Read  Mcllwaine,  scholar,  historian,  writer,  State  Librarian 
of  Virginia  1907 — 1934."  If  the  words  Courteous  Gentleman 
were  added,  a  brief  sketch  of  Dr.  Mcllwaine  would  be 
complete. 

As  a  scholar,  he  had  a  broad  foundation  on  which  to 
build.  At  Johns  Hopkins  he  utilized  to  the  full  the  years  of 
study,  and  valuable  material  was  laid  up  in  his  tenacious 
memory.  By  teaching,  the  items  of  his  knowledge  were 
solidified  and  classified;  his  experience  widened  his  horizon; 
his  regular  and  systematic  reading  rendered  his  mental 
equipment  fuller  and  better,  and  fitted  him  for  his  chosen 
work  as  Librarian. 

As  historian  the  young  student  had  the  training  of  the 
University,  and  was  familiarized  with  the  methods  of 
research,  as  history  was  to  be  his  specialty.  He  learned  to 
separate  the  wheat  from  the  chaff,  to  distinguish  fact  from 
fiction,  to  know  where  to  look  for  trustworthy  material, 
and  to  evaluate  the  contribution  of  authors.  Thus  when 
he  became  State  Librarian,  he  was  familiar  with  his  field 
of  work  and  was  ready  to  edit  the  two  great  series  of 
volumes.  The  Journals  of  The  House  of  Burgesses,  and 
The  Journals  of  the  Council  of  Colonial  Virginia — volumes 
which  have  made  him  famous  and  have  earned  for  him  the 
gratitude  of  all  lovers  of  Virginia  history. 

As  a  writer,  Dr.  Mcllwaine  had  a  fluent  and  graceful 
style.  His  thought  was  clear  and  he  knew  how  to  express 
it  in  a  way  to  convey  its  meaning  to  others.     His  wide 


reading  in  the  best  literature  of  England  and  America 
had  given  him  an  abundant  vocabulary;  his  writings  were 
enriched  by  apt  quotation,  and  his  knowledge  of  the 
derivation  and  history  of  words  enabled  him  to  be  precise 
in  statement  and  to  give  to  his  language  the  exact  shade 
of  meaning  desired. 

As  a  man,  our  friend  stood  four  square  to  all  the  winds 
that  blew.  True  to  himself  he  could  not  be  false  to  any 
man.  He  had  the  courage  of  a  Spartan  and  the  gentleness 
of  a  woman.  Those  who  knew  him  best  loved  him  most. 
The  editor  of  the  Nezvs-Leader  wrote  truly  when  he  said: 
"For  all  that  made  for  responsible  citizenship  and  for 
unflagging  loyalty  to  consecrated  ideals  he  was  representa- 
tive of  Virginia's  best." 

Henry  Mcllwaine  had  the  trinity  of  virtues — faith,  hope 
and  charity  (in  its  widest  connotation),  but  in  him  the 
greatest  of  these  was  charity — the  charity  which 
"suffereth  long  and  is  kind  .  .  .  seeketh  not  her  own,  is 
not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil."  He  was  indeed  one 
of  Nature's  noblemen.

Dr.  Graves  H.  Thompson  Honored

Occasionally  an  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
has  been  chosen  President  of  the  Southern  division  of 
the  Classical  Association  of  the  Middle  West  and  South. 
So  far  as  we  can  recall,  no  professor  of  the  College  has  in 
the  past  been  elected  to  the  office  of  president.  But  at  the 
meeting  of  this  organization  at  Birmingham,  Ala.,  in 
November  last.  Dr.  Graves  H.  Thompson  read  a  paper 
at  one  of  the  sessions,  was  toastmaster  at  the  annual 
banquet,  and  was  made  president  of  the  Association  for 
the  coming  year.  All  of  this  indicates  that  the  Farmville 
Herald  was  right  when  it  stated  that  Dr.  Thompson  "had 
an  important  role  throughout  the  sessions."  Congratu- 
lations to  Dr.  Thompson  and  thanks  that  he  has  brought 
this  honor  to  our  College. 

The  Synod  of  Virginia 

The  Synod  met  at  the  LInion  Theological  Seminary  on 
September  2,  1947.  Rev.  Joseph  A.  McMurray  submitted 
his  resignation  as  Stated  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Synod,  and  Rev.  T.  W.  Hooper,  '00,  was  elected  to 
succeed  him  for  a  period  of  five  years.  Dr.  Hooper  seems 
to  have  the  habit  of  following  Dr.  McMurray  in  ofiice. 
In  1920,  he  was  made  Permanent  Clerk,  when  Dr.  Mc- 
Murray retired  from  that  ofiice,  and  he  served  from  that 
date  to  the  present  (1920-47);  and  now  he  becomes  Dr. 
McMurray's  successor  again.  At  the  same  meeting 
Rev.  Peter  G.  Cosby  III,  '34,  was  made  Permanent  Clerk. 
So  the  ofiice  is  still  held  by  a  Hampden-Sydney  graduate. 
The  Ministers  Association  of  Culpeper  gave  a  dinner  in 
Dr.  Hooper's  honor  on  November  25,  1947,  observing  the 
fortieth  year  of  his  service  with  the  Church  of  Culpeper 
and  the  Church  at  Mitchells.  Dr.  Hooper  is  also  a  high- 
ranking  Mason,  and  an  ex-captain  of  World  War  I.

THE  death  of  this  distinguished  man  on  November  15, 
after  a  long  illness,  brought  sorrow  to  all  of  us  con- 
nected with  Hampden-Sydney.  As  President  of  State 
Teachers  College,  our  sister  institution,  for  44  years,  the 
association  of  Dr.  Jarman  with  the  college  was  long  and 
close.  Two  of  Dr.  Jar- 
man's  sons  were  stu- 
dents at  Hampden- 
Sydney — Emerson  W 
Jarman,  Class  of  1916. 
and  Dr.  William  Dab- 
ney  Jarman,  whc 
graduated  in  the  Clas^ 
of  1927.  Moreover, 
this  institution  con- 
ferred on  Dr.  Jarman 
in  igo6  the  degree  o 
LL.D.  At  our  com- 
mencements he  wa  ■ 
almost  always  in  at- 
tendance, except  when 
the  commencement  at 
his  own  school  con- 
flicted, and  his  friend- 
ship for  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  never 
failing. 

When  Dr.  Jarman 
came  to  Farmville  in 
1902  to  assume  the 
presidency  of  the  then 

State  Female  Normal  School,  now  State  Teachers  College, 
he  found  a  small  institution  which  with  limited  plant  and 
facilities  was  still  doing  good  work.  He  saw  at  once  what 
a  broad  field  there  was  for  expansion  in  its  usefulness. 
From  the  outset  he  envisioned  an  extensive  plan  both  for 
its  plant  and  instructional  development.  He,  therefore, 
soon  secured  a  competent  architect  before  whom  he  pre- 
sented his  ideas  for  plant  expansion  and  the  type  of 
architecture.  Plans  were  then  prepared  looking  to  the 
extension  of  the  plant  through  a  period  of  years.  A 
pleasing  type  of  colonial  architecture  was  adopted,  and 
with  a  complete  layout  for  future  buildings,  as  time  went 
on  and  funds  were  available,  lot  after  lot  of  land  contiguous 
was  acquired  and  buildings  erected,  all  in  conformity 
with  the  plan.  When  Dr.  Jarman  resigned  in  July  1946, 
instead  of  occupying  one  city  block,  the  school  covered 
six  in  the  center  of  the  town.  No  more  pleasing  group  of 
buildings  can  be  found  anywhere  in  the  state.  At  the 
same  time  he  prepared  the  groundwork  for  broadening 
the  curriculum,  enlarging  the  faculty,  for  adequate 
laboratories  and  library,  and  up-to-date  teaching  facilities 
and  equipment.  One  of  his  last  achievements  in  the 
building  line  was  the  beautiful  library  well  stocked  with 
carefully  chosen  books.  IVloreover,  from  an  enrollment  of 
less  than  100,  when  Dr.  Jarman  resigned  there  were 
nearly  1,000  students. 

One  of  the  most  striking  things  which  he  had  in  mind 
was  the  development  of  good  taste  and  refinement  in  his 
students.  A  man  of  unusual  good  taste  himself  he  saw 
to    it    that    the    surroundings,    furnishings    of   buildings, 


especially  in  the  parlors  and  in  the  lounge  of  the  student 
building  (erected  largely  by  private  subscriptions  which 
he  personally  secured)  were  in  excellent  taste.  It  was  his 
feeling  that  if  the  girls  in  their  formative  years  came  in 
contact  with  these  surroundings  and  furnishings,  they 
would  unconsciously  absorb  ideas  of  good  taste,  which  they 
would  take  to  their  homes  and  to  the  schools  where  they 
would  teach. 

Some  years  ago  recognizing  his  great  ability  and  fine 
equipment,  he  was  offered  by  Governor  Pollard  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Urged 
by  his  faculty,  students  and  alumni  to  remain  at  Farmville, 
and  convinced  in  his  own  mind  that  teacher  training  was 
his  life's  work,  he  declined.  When  the  legislature  a  few 
years  past,  desired  to  make  one  of  the  four  teachers 
colleges  a  liberal  arts  institution  for  women  as  an  adjunct 
to  the  University  of  Virginia,  as  the  oldest  of  the  teachers 
colleges,  Farmville  had  first  claim,  but  Dr.  Jarman  was  not 
interested.  He  wished  it  to  remain  what  it  had  always 
been,  a  teacher-training  institution. 

No  college  president  was  more  universally  respected 
and  beloved  by  faculty  and  students.  With  students  he 
could  be  and  was  firm  when  firmness  was  needed,  and 
lenient  when  leniency  was  called  for.  This  was  equally 
true  when  dealing  with  his  faculty,  from  whom  he  received 
wholehearted  cooperation.  In  the  conduct  of  the  affairs 
of  the  public  schools  his  views  were  always  sought  by 
those  in  authority,  and  his  familiarity  with  the  educational 
systems  of  the  other  states  was  surpassed  by  no  one  in 
Virginia.  He  had  a  remarkable  ability  to  see  clearly  into 
a  problem,  get  at  the  heart  of  a  difficulty  and  clear  away 
confusion.  While  he  laid  no  claim  to  oratorical  powers, 
he  could  present  a  matter  with  crystal  clarity. 

In  addition  to  his  work  in  the  field  of  education,  he  was 
remarkably  civic-minded.  He  took  an  active  interest  in 
the  promotion  of  every  worthwhile  undertaking  looking 
to  the  development  of  the  community.  He  was  the  founder 
of  the  Public  Health  Service  in  the  county,  was  the  leader 
in  the  establishment  of  the  Southside  Community  Hos- 
pital, was  its  first  president,  holding  the  position  for  four 
years.  He  was  also  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  building  of 
the  Weyanoke  Hotel.  In  fact,  no  enterprise  for  the  better- 
ment and  development  of  this  section  failed  to  receive 
his  active  support. 

Nor  was  his  interest  and  activity  confined  to  more  or 
less  local  matters.  For  many  years  he  was  a  valuable  and 
useful  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.  He  was 
interested  in  national  and  world  affairs.  In  World  War 
I  with  his  born  gift  as  an  organizer,  he  threw  himself 
wholeheartedly  in  the  aid  of  the  war  effort,  raised  large 
sums  for  the  Red  Cross,  aided  in  the  sale  of  War  Bonds, 
lead  the  YAICA  drive  for  funds  and  helped  in  every  way 
in  his  power.  In  the  war  so  recently  ended  as  far  as  his 
strength  permitted,  he  responded  to  every  call.  He  was 
for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  foremost  citizen  of 
this  town  and  community. 

Dr.  Jarman  was  a  man  of  vision,  but  no  visionary. 
He  dreamed  dreams,  but  was  no  dreamer.  He  was  no 
theorist,  but  intensely  practical,  and  saw  to  it  that  his 
visions  materialized  and  that  his  dreams  came  true. 

He  possessed  a  winning  personality,  and  his  engaging 
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smile  will  long  be  recalled  by  all  who  knew  him.  Always 
liberal  in  his  views,  he  believed  and  practiced  the  phil- 
osophy that  faith  and  good  works  go  hand  in  hand. 
While  ever  loyal  to  his  own  church  he  was  no  sectarian. 
It  is  one  of  the  great  comforts  of  the  Christian  religion 
that  the  associations  which  we  have  in  this  world  may  be 
renewed  in  the  next.  This  belief  will  mean  much  to  those 
who  knew  and  loved  Dr.  Jarman — that  their  association 
with  him  will  be  renewed  when  they  too  reach  that 
"bourne  from  which  no  traveler  ever  returns."

In  November  1947,  Mr.  Robert  C.  Garden,  '25,  presi- 
dent of  the  Richmond  Chamber  of  Commerce,  announced 
that  Mr.  Irvin  Christian  Munt,  '29,  had  resigned  his 
position  as  Assistant  Executive  Manager  of  the  Richmond 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  assume  the  duties  of  Executive 
Vice  President  of  the  recently  organized  Georgia  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Atlanta.  Mr.  Munt  served 
with  the  Richmond  office  for  17  years  and  was  prominent 
and  efficient  in  all  he  did.  In  1943,  he  entered  the  U.  S. 
Army  and  was  an  ordnance  officer  for  three  years.  He  has 
rendered  efficient  service  in  many  positions  of  importance 
connected  with  organizations  too  numerous  to  mention. 
An  editorial  in  the  Neivs-Leader  of  November  19,  1947, 
said  of  him:  "Mr.  Munt  will  carry  with  him  the  talent 
for  effective  organization  work  which  led  him  to  executive 
positions  in  the  diverse  business  and  civic  organizations 
which  have  sought  his  counsel  and  guidance.

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President  Gammon  Accepts  the  Navy  Plaque  from  Captain  Shoemaker 

Hampden-Sydney  Receives  Navy  Award 

On  December  17,  1947,  at  11:30  A.  M.  in  College 
Church,  Hampden-Sydney  received  at  the  hands  of 
Captain  James  Shoemaker,  Commander  of  the  Norfolk 
Group  of  the  Atlantic  Reserve  Fleet,  a  bronze  plaque  from 
the  United  States  Navy.  Hampden-Sydney  is  one  of  the 
ten  colleges  and  universities  in  the  Fifth  Naval  District 
to  be  given  such  an  award.  The  exercises  in  College 
Church  were  well  attended  by  the  students,  faculty,  and 
residents  of  the  community.  Doctor  Gammon  gave  the 
invocation  and  then  introduced  Captain  Shoemaker  who 
made  a  brief  address  in  which  he  praised  the  excellent 
service  of  the  College  to  the  Navy  and  to  the  country. 
The  Glee  Club,  under  the  direction  of  Professor  T.  E. 
Crawley,  sang  an  appropriate  number  and  Doctor  W. 
Twyman  Williams,  pastor  of  College  Church,  pronounced 
the  benediction.  The  accompanying  photograph  shows 
President  Gammon  accepting  the  plaque.  The  citation  on 
it  reads:  "For  effective  cooperation  in  training  naval 
personnel  during  World  War  H."  It  is  signed  by  James 
Forrestal,  formerly  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  now 
Secretary  of  Defense. 

Robert  McCandlish  Evans,  '39 

The  Public  Relations  Office  of  the  Latin  American 
Division  of  the  Pan-American  World  Airways  has  issued 
the  following  in  regard  to  Mr.  R.  M.  Evans:  "Born  in 
Saluda,  Va.;  attended  Christ  Church  School  there  and 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  He  lives  at  4601  Riviera 
Drive,  Coral  Gables,  Fla.  Mr.  Evans  joined  Pan-American 
Airways  as  a  traffic  clerk  in  New  York  in  1937,  and  has 


been  appointed  assistant  superintendent  of  stations  for 
the  Latin  American  Division.  Transferred  to  Panama 
early  in  1938,  Evans  was  first  in  charge  of  mail  there. 
After  working  by  turns  in  reservations  and  traffic,  he  was 
made  head  of  P.  A.  A.'s  traffic  unit  at  France  Field, 
Cristobal,  Canal  Zone.  In  June  1941 ,  Evans  was  appointed 
junior  airport  manager  at  Turbo,  Colombia,  and  six 
months  later  became  airport  manager  at  Brownsville, 
Texas.  At  the  end  of  the  year  he  returned  to  Balboa  as 
airport  manager  and  in  1944  was  promoted  to  Section 
Superintendent  of  the  Panama  Zone  and  the  North  coast 
of  South  America.  In  the  meantime  he  had  earned  a 
dispatcher's  license  and  performed  those  additional  duties 
in  Panama  from  1942  to  1946.  Evans  was  transferred 
to  the  Miami  office  of  Superintendent  of  Stations  M.  C. 
Arner  last  February." 


Dr.  William  Walton  Bondurant 
has  Retired 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  T.  H.  Thompson  of  the 
Class  of  1898,  we  learn  that  Dr.  Bondurant  has  retired  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Texas  Military  Institute.  It 
would  be  impossible  in  a  brief  notice  to  give  any  full  and 
accurate  outline  of  the  great  work  as  educator,  citizen, 
churchman,  which  Dr.  Bondurant  has  done  in  San 
Antonio,  his  adopted  city.  We  shall  quote  freely  from 
editorial  and  articles  in  the  San  Antonio  Express. 

After  graduating  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  Class  of 
1899,  Dr.  Bondurant  for  a  time  taught  in  Austin  College, 
Sherman,  Texas.  In  1906  he  made  his  home  in  San 
Antonio,  and  purchased  the  San  Antonio  Academy,  of 
which  he  enlarged  the  plant  and  strengthened  the  aca- 
demic standing,  making  it  one  of  the  best  preparatory 
schools  in  the  Southwest.  In  1926,  he  acquired  the  West 
Texas  Military  Academy,  and  merged  the  two  schools 
under  the  name  of  the  Texas  Military  Institute,  with  a 
Board  of  Directors.  With  Dr.  Bondurant  as  Superintend- 
ent both  schools  have  achieved  and  have  consistently 
held  high  rank  among  institutions  of  their  class.  The  San 
Antonio  Express  oi  }\inQ  3,  1947,  said  editorially;  "During 
World  War  II  the  War  Department  classed  T.  M.  I.  as 
'Militarily  Essential,'  and  in  1945  rated  it  a  'National 
Honor  School'."  The  graduates  of  the  Institute  are 
qualified  to  enter  Harvard,  Yale,  M.  I.  T.,  and  schools  of 
like  standing.  "It  is  one  of  the  few  schools  which  is 
privileged  to  designate  a  graduate  each  year  for  admission 
to  West  Point  .  .  .Thus  for  more  than  forty  years  Dr. 
Bondurant  has  been  a  builder  of  schools  and  a  moulder 
of  men.  For  that  admirable  service  record  San  Antonio  is 
grateful.  The  community  will  wish  for  Dr.  Bondurant 
happy  years  in  retirement  and  for  his  successors  high 
achievement.  Today,  even  more  than  before,  the  nation 
needs  the  service  which  T.  M.  I.  can  render."  In  this 
wish  his  friends  in  Virginia  join  most  sincerely.  '  These 
friends  are  many;  for  Dr.  Bondurant  was  born  in  Prince 
Edward  County  where  his  ancestors  and  his  relatives 
have  rendered  valuable  service.  A  brother,  Dr.  Bernard 
C.  Bondurant,  Class  of  1891,  attained  high  rank  among 
the  classical  scholars  of  America;  other  members  of  the 
family  have  left  good  records  at  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege, and  his  nephew,  Colonel  W.  T.  Bondurant,  '18,  re- 
tains his  connection  with  Texas  Military  Institute. 

"Well  done,  Good  and  Faithful  Servant."

Dr.  Ernest  Trice  Thompson 

The  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond  during 
the  fall  months  sponsored  a  series  of  lectures,  held  in 
Watts  Chapel.  The  general  subject  of  these  lectures  in 
1947  was  "The  Challenge  of  the  New  Sects,"  and  the 
speaker  was  Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  '14.  The  Richmond 
Nezvs-Leader  of  September  29,  1947,  printed  a  brief 
biography  of  Dr.  Thompson,  which  we  copy:  "A  native  of 
Texas,  Dr.  Thompson  is  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College;  has  for  25  years  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  at 
Union  Seminary.  In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties  he  is 
the  editor  of  The  Presbyterian  Outlook,  contributor  to 
numerous  other  religious  journals,  twice  moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  \'irginia,  founder  and  first  president  of  the 
Virginia  Council  of  Churches,  and  a  member  of  the 
American  Society  of  Church  Historians."  He  is  a  son  of 
the  late  Dr.  Ernest  Thompson  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  who 
was  for  many  years  a  valued  trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College;  four  of  whose  sons  are  distinguished  alumni  of 
the  College. 


Dr.  Denny  Not  Altogether  Pleased 

The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  September  26,  1947, 
reported  some  statements  of  Dr.  George  H.  Denny,  Class 
of  i8gi,  in  regard  to  the  set  of  recommendations  for  the 
improvement  of  public  schools;  submitted  by  him,  as 
chairman  of  the  Denny  Education  Committee,  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  Virginia.  He  is  pleased  with  the 
progress  in  public  education  in  Virginia  in  the  last  decade 
which  he  describes  as  "greater  than  in  any  other  period 
of  Virginia  history."  But  the  good  Dr.  is  not  pleased  that 
more  of  the  recommendations  have  not  been  put  into 
operation.  In  this  connection  he  is  quoted  as  writing: 
"It  is  a  tradition  that  Virginia's  motto  (sic),  'Old  Virginia 
Never  Tires,'  is  to  be  traced  to  the  fact  that  Virginia 
habitually  refuses  to  move  fast  enough  ever  to  get  tired." 
Elderly  persons,  particularly  old  teachers,  think  it  well 
to  live  by  the  rule:  "Be  not  the  first  by  whom  the  neiv  are 
tried,  nor  yet  the  last  to  lay  the  old  aside." 

Hence  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  looks  before  it 
leaps. 


Additional  Gifts  to  the  Library 

From  Rev.  S.  P.  Hawes,  D.  D.,  '88,  the  Library  has 
received  a  copy  of  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle's  illustrated  and 
interesting  booklet  on  the  U.  T.  Seminary  Cemetery 
in  the  west  end  of  our  College  village;  a  copy  of  the  Union 
Seminary  Magazine  of  October-November  1889,  con- 
taining two  poems  by  Dr.  R.  L.  Dabney,  '40,  and  one 
poem  by  Dr.  A.  J.  McKelway,  '86;  and  a  copy  of  a 
booklet  issued  in  1899,  in  memory  of  their  father,  Dr. 
R.  L.  Dabney,  by  his  three  sons,  Charles  W.,  '73;  Samuel 
B.,  '80,  and  Lewis  M.,  '83.  This  last  booklet  contains 
tributes  from  newspapers  and  by  eminent  men  who  knew 
Dr.  Dabney.    It  is  indeed  rich  in  its  contents. 

A  letter  received  from  Mrs.  N.  W.  Kuykendall,  of 
Buckingham,  Va.,  stated  that  she  wished  to  donate  all, 
or  any  part,  of  Mr.  Kuykendall's  library  to  our  College 
Library,  and  she  sent  a  list  of  155  books  and  sets  of  books. 
Of  these,  about  75  were  selected,  and  they  have  been 
delivered.  Several  of  these  are  by  Alumni  of  the  College, 
and  are  copies  the  Library  did  not  have,  and  which  are 
difficult,  if  not  impossible  to  get. 


The  Barter  Theater  Expands 

The  Barter  Theater  "is  already  the  largest  professional 
footlight  organization  outside  of  New  York."  The  Board 
of  Directors  has  approved  a  plan  submitted  by  Mr. 
Robert  H.  Porterfield,  '28,  founder  and  director,  in  ac- 
cordance with  which  a  Barter  unit  will  be  sent  on  a 
national  tour.  This  tour  opened  in  Charleston,  W.  Va., 
on  October  8,  1947,  and  will  reach  every  state  in  the 
Union.  The  unit  will  give  performances  in  every  state 
capital.  Governor  W.  M.  Tuck  of  Virginia  "is  sending 
personal  invitations  to  each  Governor  to  be  the  guest  of 
the  Troupe  at  the  Barter  performance."  Mr.  Porterfield 
states  the  purpose  of  the  expedition  thus:  "We  want  to 
take  Broadway  to  Main  Street,  so  that  millions  who  can't 
go  to  New  York  can  see  the  best  in  drama  right  at  home." 

Mr.  Francis  Yates  Savage,  '43,  is  the  advance  agent  in 
publicity  and  is  now  on  the  road  in  the  interest  of  the 
Barter's  National  Tour  which  will  take  the  Troupe  to 
California. 


Dr.  Bedinger  Borrowed 

Rev.  R.  D.  Bedinger,  D.  D.,  '06,  is  Chairman  of  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  of  Central  Mississippi  Presby- 
tery. His  address  is  424  Barksdale  St.,  Jackson,  Miss. 
His  duties  include  the  work  of  Church  Extension  in  the 
City  of  Jackson;  an  important  part  of  this  work  is,  of 
course,  the  organization  and  building  of  churches.  There 
is  need  of  ten  new  Presbyterian  Churches  for  the  present 
metropolitan  area — seven  for  the  whites  and  three  for  the 
negroes.  Dr.  S.  B.  Lapsley,  Educational  Secretary  for  the 
Assembly's  Home  Mission  Committee,  says  that  just  now 
"Jackson  is  the  hottest  spot  for  Church  Extension  in  the 
entire  Assembly." 

This  Presbytery  has  enthusiastically  endorsed  the 
Programme  of  Progress  and  has  released  Dr.  Bedinger  for 
half  of  his  time  to  become  Director  of  this  Programme.

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Willis  Henry  Bocock,  Class  1884 


Dr.  VV.  H.  Bocock 

Willis  Henry  Bocock  was  of  two  families — Bocock  and 
Kemper — noted  for  ability,  high  character,  capacity  for 
leadership  and  culture;  and  for  the  good  use  to  which 
these  basic  elements  were  put. 

The  children  of  John  Thomas  Bocock,  of  the  fourth 
generation  of  that  name  in  Southside  Virginia,  and  of 
his  wife  Mary  Flood,  inherited  the  conspicuous  talents 
of  these  generations  and  of  the  father  and  mother.  Of 
the  eleven  children  of  this  marriage,  a  mention  of  six  of 
them  is  not  out  of  place:  (i)  Willis  Bocock,  oldest  son, 
brilliant  as  a  lad,  receiving  his  first  schooling  in  a  neigh- 
borhood school  and  at  home;  teaching,  when  a  mere 
youth,  the  younger  members  of  the  family;  making  a 
fine  record  at  the  University  of  Virginia;  a  lawyer  of 
great  ability,  Attorney-General  of  the  State;  a  gifted 
speaker.  (2)  John  Holmes  Bocock,  of  equal  native  talent, 
a  graduate  of  Amherst  College  and  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary;  minister  of  the  Gospel,  widely  known  as  a 
scholar  of  excellent  address.  (3)  Thomas  S.  Bocock,  who 
graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  with  highest  honours, 
soon  attained  a  State-wide  reputation  as  a  lawyer  and  as 
a  speaker  of  great  eloquence.  As  a  member  of  the  U.  S. 
House  of  Representatives  he  made  a  national  repu- 
tation, and  later  as  Speaker  of  the  Confederate  States 
Congress.  (4)  Henry  Bocock  became  a  distinguished 
lawyer;  (5)  Charles,  a  physician  of  great  promise,  but 
cut  down  by  death  in  early  manhood;  (6)  Nicholas,  a 
lawyer  of  brilliant  talents.   What  a  galaxy! 

Willis  Henry  Bocock,  named  for  two  of  his  uncles,  and 
the  youngest  child  of  Dr.  John  Holmes  Bocock  and  his 
wife  Sarah  Margaret  Kemper,  was  born  at  Halifax  Court 
House,  Va.,  January  4,  1865,  and  died,  on  October  31, 
1947,  in  Richmond,  Va.,  where  he  had  gone  for  treat- 
ment in  his  last  illness.  To  those  who  knew  of  the  Bocock 


generation  immediately  preceding  him,  and  who  knew 
his  talented  brothers  and  sister,  it  does  not  seem  pos- 
sible that  any  one  of  them  surpassed  him  in  those  qualities 
that  have  made  the  family  so  notable.  His  remarkable 
work  at  the  University  of  Georgia  will  be  mentioned 
later.  Few  are  now  living  who  knew  of  his  life  as  a  stu- 
dent at  Hampden-Sydney,  at  the  University  of  Virginia, 
and  abroad;  of  his  great  promise  in  whatever  field  of 
work  he  chose. 

I  have  been  asked  to  give  my  impressions  of  him,  based 
on  close  contacts  in  the  College  days,  and  later.  I  recall 
the  first  time  I  ever  saw  him.  It  was  on  the  baseball 
field.  He  had  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  a  few  days 
before,  in  September  1881.  I  was  a  schoolboy,  to  enter 
the  Freshman  Class  the  next  year.  I  was  attracted  by 
his  skill  as  a  batter  and  by  his  quickness  and  sureness, 
whatever  the  place  to  which  he  was  assigned;  but  I  was 
as  much  attracted  by  his  mellow  laughter,  spontaneous 
and  hearty,  when  he  was  encouraging  his  own  team,  or 
guying  his  opponents  with  his  lively  quips.  A  personality 
so  unusual  was  bound  to  receive  recognition  from  faculty 
and  students,  a  recognition  enhanced  and  more  perma- 
nent because  there  was  modesty,  not  aggressiveness,  in 
his  utterances.  He  was  affable  in  manner,  inviting  worthy 
friendships.  His  keen  sense  of  humour  and  his  quick 
but  kindly  wit  were  most  engaging.  In  his  social  frater- 
nity, the  Beta  Theta  Pi,  he  had  a  magnetism  that  in- 
vited admiration  and  affection. 

Not  a  drone,  not  a  "grind,"  he  desired  excellence.  I 
am  sure  he  did  not  study  with  the  purpose  of  heading  his 
class,  but  he  divided  first  honour  with  a  classmate,  and 
he  won  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of 
Literature.  His  reading  at  College  and  throughout  life 
was  comprehensive  and  discriminating.  His  memory  was 
amazing  in  its  scope  and  in  its  accuracy.  As  his  special 
fields  of  work  he  chose  Greek  and  Latin.  It  was  a  real 
disappointment  to  at  least  one  of  his  friends  that  he  did 
not  choose  English,  for  without  doubt  he  would  have 
won  wide  recognition  in  that  rich  field  as  a  great  teacher 
and  as  a  writer  of  charm  and  distinction.  Postgraduate 
work  was  taken  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  he 
did  not  apply  for  a  degree,  but  restricted  himself  to  two 
subjects.  Two  statements  have  been  made  as  to  his  class 
standing;  one,  that  on  the  final  and  frightful  two-day 
examination  on  Greek,  there  were  twenty  who  dared  to 
attempt  the  hurdle,  and  that  Bocock  was  one  of  six  who 
were  successful;  the  other,  that  of  the  twenty,  sixteen 
made  the  attempt,  and  four,  of  whom  Bocock  was  one, 
succeeded. 

He  taught  at  the  famous  McGuire's  University  School 
in  Richmond;  and  Dr.  James  P.  C.  Southall,  scholar  and 
teacher  of  wide  reputation,  has,  in  a  recent  book  of  remi- 
niscences, selected  him  for  commendatory  mention. 

In  his  three  years  as  teacher  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
1886-89,  he  made  an  enviable  reputation  as  scholar  and 
teacher. 

In  September  1889,  Dr.  Bocock  became  a  member  of 

the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Georgia.    In  1892-93,  he 

studied  at  the  LIniversity  of  Berlin.     He  was  professor 

of  Greek  until  his  retirement  in  1942,  when  he  was  given

Necrology 


CARRINGTON.  In  his  1876  Centennial  address  the  late  Hon.  Hugh 
Blair  Grigsby  stated  that  ever  since  1776,  when  Hampden-Sydney  College 
opened  its  doors  for  students,  a  descendant  of  Paul  Carrington  the  elder 
had  been  connected  with  the  College  as  student  or  professor  or  official — 
so  loyal  had  the  family  been  to  the  institution  at  the  head  of  Hudson's 
Branch. 

One  of  these  descendants,  Mr.  Tazewell  Morton  Carrington,  Jr.,  "lO, 
died  at  his  home  in  Richmond  on  December  15,  1947.  He  was  son  of  the 
late  Tazewell  M.  Carrington,  Esq.,  and  .Mrs.  Julia  Watkins  Carrington, 
both  of  whom  in  the  past  were  well  known  and  admired  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  In  early  life  Mr.  Carrington  was  connected  with  the  leaf  tobacco 
firm  of  Carrington  and  Company,  of  which  his  father  was  President.  He 
later  became  President  of  Carrington  and  Michaux  and  was  also  vice 
president  of  the  Alleghany  Warehouse  Company.  Mr.  Carrington  married 
Miss  Carter  Arrington  Ingram  on  October  21,  1916,  who,  with  one  son — 
T.  M.  Carrington  III,  and  one  daughter.  Miss  Betty  Lewis  Carrington, 
survive  him.  An  older  brother,  Richard  W.  Carrington,  '07.  died  in  1933 ; 
a  younger  brother,  William  Tucker  Carrington,  '15.  resides  in  Richmond, 
Va.

They  had  made  their 
home  in  Richmond  since  Dr.  Lacy  became  President  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  1926.  There  she  had  been  active  in  social  circles  and  in 
church  work.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian 
Church,  Richmond,  and  interment  followed  in  the  cemetery  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Va.,  belonging  to  the  Seminary,  in  which  hallowed  ground  sleep 
some  of  the  great  of  the  Seminary's  past  of  whom  a  number  were  Dr. 
Lacy's  honored  ancestors. 

THOMAS.  On  September  5,  1947,  at  his  home  in  Staunton,  Va., 
Dr.  George  Humphries  Thomas  died,  in  consequence  of  an  attack  of 
coronary  thrombosis  aged  eighty  years.  He  was  a  native  of  Loudoun 
County,  Va.,  and  was  a  graduate  of  the  Medical  School  of  the  L'niversity 
of  Virginia.  He  had  practiced  his  profession  for  fifty-six  years,  part  of 
the  time  at  Romney  in  the  beautiful  South  Branch  Valley  of  West 
Virginia  and  the  last  twenty  years  at  the  Western  State  Hospital  in 
Staunton,  as  assistant  to  Dr.  D.  S.  Dc  larnette  and  head  of  the  Woman's 
Ward. 


Dr.  Thomas  married  Miss  Margaret  Esther  Washington.  To  them 
were  born  two  sons — William  Washington  Thomas  of  the  Class  of  1935 
and  George  H.  Thomas,  Jr.,  and  three  daughters,  .Mrs.  P.  Tulane 
.Atkinson,  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Mrs.  Leigh  Carrington  Whaley,  of 
Victoria,  Va.,  and  Mrs.  Rufus  Owen,  Jr.,  of  Halifax  County,  \'a. 

For  many  years.  Dr.  Thomas  had  been  an  honored  and  useful  Elder  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  both  in  Romney  and  in  Staunton.  In  World 
War  I  he  was  a  major  in  the  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  .\.,  and  later  had 
served  in  the  Health  Department  of  \'irginia. 

Besides  his  wife,  children,  and  grandchildren.  Dr.  Thomas  is  suri'ived 
by  two  brothers:  .Mr.  Davis  Thomas  and  Mr.  Owen  I.  Thomas,  of  Lou- 
doun County,  \'a.  (the  latter  is  the  father  of  Joseph  Holmes  Thomas,  '31. 
and  Hugh  Rogers  Thomas,  '32),  and  by  a  sister,  ^irs.  .Annie  Lee  Rogers,  of 
Barnsville,Ohio. 

In  all  things  this  good  gentleman  had  done  his  duty  faithfully  and  well. 
He  will  be  missed  by  many  who  had  been  helped  by  his  personal  friend- 
ship and  professional  care. 

MOSELEV.  Through  the  kindness  of  Col.  H.  B.  Jordan,  '16,  Bedford, 
Va.,  Secretary  Walker  has  been  informed  that  Mr.  E.  W.  Moseley,  of  the 
Class  of  1874,  is  reported  to  have  died  in  1942.  No  details  could  be 
secured. 

CRAWLEY.  We  copy  in  part  the  excellent  notice,  published  in  the 
Farmville  Herald,  of  the  life  and  work  of  our  good  friend,  Mr.  Kenner 
Tinsley  Crawley,  Class  of  1888.  "  Kenner  T.  Crawley  died  in  a  Richmond 
hospital  on  October  16,  1947,  after  an  illness  of  several  months.  Mr. 
Crawley  was  a  son  of  Mr.  Charles  W.  Crawley  of  the  Class  of  1853  and 
.Mrs.  Margaret  Tinsley  Crawley."  His  father  was  a  widely  known 
teacher  in  Virginia,  friend  of  President  Richard  Mcllwaine  and  of  Dr. 
L.  L.  Holladay.  "The  gentleman  of  whom  we  write  was  born  in  Prince 
Edward  County,  Va.,  January  i,  1866.  He  attended  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  did  graduate  work  at  the  L'niversity  of  \'irginia.  Following 
his  graduation  he  taught  at  St.  .Albans  Boys'  School  in  Radford,  in 
Bethel  Military  .Academy  at  Warrenton,  and  was  instructor  in  Latin 
at  the  L  niversity  of  V'irginia.  Mr.  Crawley  became  connected  with  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railroad  and  served  for  37  years  as  its  Industrial 
.■\gent.  .About  six  years  ago,  he  retired  and  spent  much  time  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  at  the  home  of  his  brother,  the  late  J.  W.  Crawley.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  a  sister,  Mrs.  John  P.  Harwood.  of  Richmond,  by  three  brothers 
— Charles  C.  Crawley,  Lewis  Crawley,  and  Lindsay  Crawley;  also  by 
the  widow  of  his  brother,  J.  W.  Crawley  and  her  two  sons,  alumni  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  J.  W.  Crawley,  Jr.,  and  Kenner  C.  Crawley — 
both  of  the  Class  of  1932 — and  by  other  nephews  and  nieces.  Funeral 
services  were  held  in  Farmville,  \"a.,  on  October  17,  and  interment 
followed  in  the  Cemetery  of  Guinea  Church,  Cumberland  County,  Va." 

P.ASCO.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Myers  Pasco  died  at  her  home  in  Jacksonville. 
Fla.,  October  26,  1947,  after  an  illness  of  several  weeks.  She  was  daughter 
of  the  late  Charles  .Slyers  and  Mrs.  Ella  Burns  Myers.  Mrs.  Pasco  was 
widow  of  Dr.  James  Denham  Pasco  of  the  Class  of  1902,  youngest  of  the 
Pasco  brothers:  William  D.  Pasco,  Class  of  1895,  L".  S.  \.,  killed  in  the 
Philippines,  and  Samuel  Pasco,  Jr.,  1897,  lawyer,  who  died  in  1940 — all 
sons  of  the  late  L'.  S.  Senator,  Samuel  Pasco.  Dr.  Pasco  was  a  physician 
of  Jacksonville,  where  his  outstanding  professional  ability  had  for  thirty 
years  given  him  unusual  prominence.  .Mrs.  Pasco  leaves  a  son,  James  D. 
Pasco,  Jr.,  of  Jacksonville. 

This  good  lady  was  active  in  religious  work;  she  was  a  member  of  St. 
John's  Episcopal  Church,  of  St.  Margaret's  Guild,  and  of  the  Sanctuary 
Guild,  and  will  be  missed  from  the  ranks  of  the  city's  church  workers. 

ELLETT.  Thomas  West  EUett,  '05,  died  at  his  home  in  Richmond, 
\'a.,  September  26,  1947,  aged  sixty-three.  Funeral  services  were  held  in 
.■Ml  Saints  Episcopal  Church,  and  interment  followed  in  Hollywood 
Cemetery.  Mr.  Ellett  was  a  son  of  the  late  John  S.  Ellett,  Esq.,  and  .Mrs.

.November  9,  1947,  aged  eighty-one.  She  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  .Mr. 
Charles  Baskervill.  Class  of  1861.  and  Mrs.  .Alice  Sampson  Baskervill 
(daughter  of  the  good  and  learned  Rev.  F.  S.  Sampson,  D.  D.,  once 
professor  in  Union  Theological  Seminary  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
acting  president  of  the  College).  Her  husband  was  the  late  Rev.  .\.  P. 
Saunders,  who,  while  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Fredericks- 
b\irg,  established  the  .Assembly's  Home  and  School  in  that  city,  an  in- 
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stitution  designed  to  provide  a  home  and  educational  advantages  for 
widows  and  children  of  deceased  Presbyterian  ministers.  This  organiza- 
tion, much  needed  and  most  worthy,  was  not  supported  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  and  ceased  to  function 
after  some  years  of  useful  service.  Mrs.  Saunders  is  survived  by  two  sons: 
Charles  B.  Saunders,  '12,  of  St.  Mark's  School,  Southboro,  Mass.;  and  A. 
Pierce  Saunders,  '17,  of  the  Hill  School,  Pottstown,  Pa.  Her  living  sisters 
are  .Mrs.  O.  F.  Yates,  .Montreal,  N.  C;  Mrs.  Alice  Robson,  Davidson, 
N.  C. ;  Mrs.  F.  G.  Hartman,  Staunton,  Va.,  and  .Miss  Elizabeth  Basker- 
vill,  Orangeburg,  S.  C.  Her  brother,  Thornton  Sampson  Baskervill, 
'97,  resides  in  Worsham,  Va.,  a  respected  member  of  our  community  and 
church. 

MAGRUDER.  Only  recently  did  The  Record  learn  of  the  tragic 
death  of  Dr.  Egbert  Watson  Magruder,  Class  1891.  He  was  instantly 
killed  in  an  automobile  crash  near  his  home  in  Albemarle  County,  Va., 
January  10,  1947.

Magruder  served  as  Editor  of  the  Year  Book.

the  title  of  professor  emeritus.  For  several  years  he  was 
Dean  of  the  graduate  school.  From  Davidson  College, 
he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  and 
from'' Hampden-Sydney  and  the  University  of  Georgia 
the  degree  of  LL.D. 

It  is  fortunate  that  Dr.  Bocock's  work  in  the  Univer- 


sity of  Georgia  as  a  teacher;  his  recognition  as  one  of  the 
great  Greek  scholars  of  this  Country;  his  signal  ability  as 
a  teacher  and  adviser,  as  a  writer,  and  as  a  lecturer  on 
International  Relations,  have  been  sketched  in  a  paper 
prepared  by  Prof.  R.  L.  McWhorter,  who  succeeded  Dr. 
Bocock  as  teacher  of  Greek.  A  tribute  of  great  interest 
and  value,  unanimously  adopted  by  the  session  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Athens,  Ga.,  of  which  he 
was  a  Ruling  Elder,  is  also  on  record.  Editorials  and  news- 
paper articles  have  been  gathered,  and  letters  about  him 
have  been  received.  They  are  as  one  in  their  high  esti- 
mate of  his  services;  as  one  greatly  beloved  by  the  thou- 
sands of  students  who  came  under  his  influence.  All  of 
these  resolutions,  sketches,  editorials,  and  tributes  will  be 
typed  in  full,  bound  together  for  preservation,  and 
placed  in  our  College  Library;  for  Dr.  Bocock  takes  an 
honoured  place  among  the  great  in  the  annals  of  Alma 
Mater. 

In  a  letter  from  Rev.  Eugene  L.  Hill,  D.D.,  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Athens,  he  says: 

Dr.  Bocock  was  a  beautiful  soul;  and  it  has  been  a  great  privilege, 
and  a  blessing  to  me,  to  have  been  able  to  claim  him  for  an  intimate 
friend  for  forty  years.  I  cannot  recall  anything  which  he  ever  said  or 
did  in  all  of  our  intimate  associations  that  I  could  wish  he  had  not  said 
or  done.  When  his  son  notified  me  that  he  had  left  us,  I  said  to  Mrs. 
Hill,  "Know  ye  not  that  there  is  a  prince  and  a  great  man  fallen  this 
day  in  Israel.'  And  he  was  my  friend."  He  was  elegant,  eloquent,  en- 
thusiastic; and  he  was  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him. 

On  July  25,  1889,  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  "Bessie" 
Friend  of  Hampden-Sydney,  beloved  by  all  who  knew 
her.  She  survives  him,  with  a  son  John  H.  Bocock,  of 
Richmond,  and  a  daughter.  Miss  Nathalie,  of  Athens.

Review  Football  Season 

A  backward  glance  over  the  past  football  campaign 
shows  the  Tigers  on  the  short  end  of  a  long  and  hard 
gridiron  season.  After  losing  their  opening  game,  19-0, 
and  their  star  halfback,  Lynn  Chewning,  against  WofTord 
College,  Coach  Morgan  Tiller's  yearlings  dropped  five 
straight  before  finally  breaking  into  the  win  column 
against  the  Washington  College  Sho'men,  14-12.  The 
successive  losses  were  at  the  hands  of  Guilford,  Emory 
and  Henry,  Davidson,  Richmond,  and  Western  Maryland. 

But  although  the  victory  streak  tasted  sweet  after  so 
many  defeats,  it  was  short-lived;  for  the  following  week 
after  the  Washington  game,  the  Tigers  were  scuddled  by 
the  Yellow  Jackets  of  Randolph-Macon,  13-7,  in  a  close 
battle  waged  in  ankle-deep  mud  at  Ashland.  And  in  the 
season's  finale,  Hampden-Sydney  bowed  humbly  before 
the  mighty  Sewanee  eleven,  32-7. 

Even  in  a  season  as  adverse  as  the  1947  one  was,  there 
are  two  factors,  characteristic  of  the  team,  to  which  every 
man  on  the  "Hill"  points  with  pride;  First,  the  improve- 
ment shown  as  the  season  progressed.  When  the  Tigers 
assembled  on  September  2  to  begin  practice  drills,  they 
were  a  bunch  of  green  youths — handicapped  by  the  lack 
of  experience,  size,  and  fundamental  knowledge  of  foot- 
ball. Each  game  showed  an  improvement  in  theii  style 
of  play,  until  toward  the  last  of  the  year  Hampden-S}'dne}' 
was  represented  by  an  alert,  hard-hitting,  and  spirited 
ball  team. 

Secondly,  the  spirit  shown  by  the  Tiger  team  and  their 
followers.  This  spirit  was  caught  by  Laurence  Leonard, 
Richmond  Ne-ws-Leader  Sports  Editor,  when  he  remarked 
on  a  visit  to  the  Tiger  practice  field,  "Football  is  more 
fun  at  Hampden-Sydney  than  at  most  schools."  Yes, 
every  man  who  donned  a  Garnet-and-Gray  uniform 
during  1947  was  out  there  because  he  loved  the  game. 
That  same  old  Hampden-Sydney  spirit  and  fight,  which 
has  characterized  so  many  generations  in  the  past,  went 
into  every  game  the  Tigers  played. 


Basketball 

After  a  somewhat  disastrous  football  campaign,  Tiger 
cagers  are  busy  proving  to  the  outside  world  that  Hamp- 
den-Sydney will  be  represented  by  one  of  the  best  basket- 
ball teams  in  the  State  during  the  1947-48  season. 

In  five  games  before  the  Christmas  holidays.  Coach 
Gummy  Proctor's  boys  have  come  out  on  top  in  all  but 
one — that  being  a  59-45  setback  at  the  hands  of  the  Duke 
Blue  Devils.  The  Tigers  opened  their  24-game  schedule 
with  a  victorious  two-night  home  stand  against  Bridge- 
water  and  LInion  Theological  Seminary;  and  then  moved 
over  to  Petersburg  to  beat  the  William  and  Mary  Indians 
by  one  point  in  a  thrilling  game  that  was  not  decided 
until  the  last  I2  seconds  of  play  when  Forward  Bill  Balas 
tossed  in  a  one-handed  push  shot  for  the  winning  basket 
and  his  19th  point  of  the  night. 

Following  the  three-game  winning  streak  came  the 
clash  with  Duke  at  Durham.  Although  Hampden- 
Sydney  left  the  floor  at  halftime  with  an  eight-point  lead, 
the  height  and  reserve  strength  of  the  Blue  Devils  proved 


too  much  for  the  Tigers  in  the  second  stanza,  and  the 
Durham  cagers  slowly  piled  up  a  14-point  advantage. 
Balas,  McKeesport,  Pa.,  star  of  the  William  and  Mary 
game,  was  again  high  man  for  the  contest  with  22  points 
to  his  credit.  The  next  night  the  Tigers  returned  home  and 
easily  took  the  measure  of  Lynchburg  to  end  court 
activities  until  after  the  passing  of  the  old  year. 

So  far  the  Tigers  have  come  up  with  a  high-scoring, 
offensive-minded  ball  team,  averaging  just  two  shy  of  60 
points  per  game.  Balas,  Hampden-S3-dney's  leading 
candidate  for  all-state  honors,  and  Wyllys  Taylor,  Rich- 
mond boy,  have  both  exceeded  the  70  mark  with  only 
five  games  under  their  belts.  Captain  George  Bales, 
Clifton  Forye;  Ambrose  Vulgan,  Ford  City,  Pa.,  and 
Sophomore  Jimm}'  Hunt,  Gretna,  have  been  workhorses 
on  defense  and  all-around  play  in  addition  to  pouring 
quite  a  few  points  through  the  hoop.  But  the  Tigers  still 
have  a  tough  road  ahead  of  them.  After  they  return  from 
their  shortened  Christmas  vacation,  they  face  a  remaining 
schedule  card  of  19  games,  including  a  meeting  with  the 
N.  C.  State  "Hoosier  Hotshots,"  two  chances  at  each 
\'.  P.  I.  and  Richmond,  and  games  with  six  Mason- 
Dixon  opponents,  several  service  teams,  and  such  Little 
Six  rivals  as  Randolph-Macon  and  Roanoke  College.  The 
clash  with  N.  C.  State,  last  year's  Southern  Conference 
champs,  will  be  staged  on  Januar}'  26  at  the  Blues' 
Armory  in  Richmond. 

Other  basketball  squad  members  beside  the  five 
starters  already  mentioned,  include:  Forwards  Vincent 
Shelton,  Gretna;  Bob  AIcLean,  Beckley,  W.  Va.,  and 
Bob  Francis,  Charleston,  W.  Va.;  Centers  Jack  Locke, 
Hampton,  and  Harris  Livick,  Harrisonburg;  Guards  Jack 
Glascock,  Marshall;  and  Kemper  Lorraine,  Richmond.
